Fo r the first time in the history ot 
the country the order of a court has 
put and end tow hat had every indication 
of becoming one of the bitterest strug­ 
gles ever waged between organized 
labor on the one hand and ca pit a 1 on 
the other. 
The mandate issued by Judge Law ­ 
rence De Graff of the district court 
was 
promptly 
obeyed 
by 
the

Moines City 
R ailw ay company and 
the carm en’s union and while there is 
ample prospect of a tight later in the 
courts one thing is certain an injunc­ 
tion has restored, temporarily at least, 
nearly fifty conductors and motormen 
to their original positions. 
The scenes attending the resump­ 
tion of traffic rivaled those of Friday 
night, when the men turned in the 
cars. 
The streets in the vicinity of j 
the central waking room were thronged 
for nearly three hours before the time 
set for the tirst car to pass.

Washington. Aug. 7.— If the recent 
statement of Dr. Ernest C. Levy, chief 
health officer of Richmond, that in the 
Twenty-first century the negro w ill be 
extinct, is a logical conclusion reached 
from a perusal of the Richmond mor­ 
tality statistics, then Washington re* 
ords forcibly corroborate th«* asser 
tlon. 
W hen asked for an opinion on 
the assertion of th«* Richmond health 
officer, Iir. W . C. Woodward, District 
health otficer, would not commit him­ 
self. 
"That is a big statement," said Dr. 
Woodward, “ and 1 should not like to 
predict any such outcome of the situa­ 
tion The m ortality among th«* colored 
people, 
however, Is very high 
and 
much in excess of that of the white 
race."

ler Hale, third assistant secretary of 
state, watched the dim inutive Oriental 
enter the mausoleum and stand silent 
ly at salute. 
He spoke softly, but aud 
ibly for a moment and then set down 
the wreath. 
Em erging from the tomb the solem­ 
nity of the occasion was broken by 
the admiral himself, who smiled as he 
saw 
confronting 
him 
a 
battery of 
cameras. 
"Th a t’s 
the only 
way we’ll 
ever 
shoot at you, I guess,” remarke«! Rear 
Adm iral W ainw rigbt amid laughter. 
Being the guest of the nation the 
trip from the city to Mount Vernon , 
was made on the president's yacht, 
the Mayflower. 
As Adm iral Togo and 
his aide. Lieutenant Commander Tani- 
lh£ Japanese ambassador j 
mounted th / gangw li* a company of 
marines 
on 
shore 
presented 
arms 
while every man on board the May- j 
flower stood at attention, the bugles 
blowing a salute. 
The Marine band 
then played a few strains of the Jap a­ 
nese national anthem and the ship 
weighed anchor. 
Comfortably seated on the quarter 
deck the visitor listene«l attentively to 
the naval officers a s they pointed out 
the sights along the Potomac.

Laws Except So Far as They Relate 


to Nat j; alization— Provides Penalty 


for Ste-unship Companies Bringing 


in IMiterate Males Sixteen Years of 


Age or Over, 


Washington. Aug. 7.— Many ra«li«al 
chang«*s in tlx* immigration law are 
provided un«l«»r the terms of a general 
bill that 
will he Introduced 
in the 
senate by Senator Dillingham, former 
chairman of the senate committee on 
immigration and of the joint immigra­ 
tion commission. 
Most of the innova­ 
tions suggested are the result of the 
investigations of the commission. 
The measure proposes to repeal the 
Chin**8 e exclusion laws, except so far 
as they relate to naturalization. 
In 
their place is substituted an amend­ 
ment to the general immigration law 
providing for the exclusion from the 
United States of “ persons who are 
not eligible to become citizens of the 
United Stat«*s by naturalization." The 
exclusion does not apply, however, to 
government 
officers, 
travelers 
and 
members of the learned professions, 
t 
Various features of the present Chi­ 
nese exclusion laws are made applica- 
, hie to all immigrants and except that 
I manual laborers not eligible to citi­ 
zenship by naturalization are excluded 
the bill proposes to give Asiatic immi­ 
grants the same legal status accortled 
»11 others. 
The only portion of the 
various Chinese exclusion laws not re­ 
pealed is that section of the act of 
18K2 providing that no state or fe«leral 
court shall a«imit Chinese to citizen- 
>hip. 
Senator Dillingham's bill also 
provides for the exclusion from the 
United States of "all male aliens six­ 
teen years of age or over who are 
physically 
capable 
of 
reading 
ami 
writing but unable to read and write 
in sonx* language or dialect." 
It pro­ 
vides, however, an admissible alien 
may bring in his father or grandfather 
over fifty-five years of age, or a son 
t ot over eighteen years of age. wheth 
t r such persons are literate or not.

The measure proposes to repeal the 
Chinese exclusion laws, except so far 
as they relate to naturalization.

their place is substituted an amend­ 
ment to the general immigration law 
providing for the exclusion from the 
United States of ’’persons who are 
not eligible to become citizens of the 
United States by naturalization.” The 
exclusion does not apply, however, to 
government 
officers,

Various features of the present Chi­ 
nese exclusion laws are made applies- 
I hie to all immigrants and except that 
! manual laborers not eligible to citi­ 
zenship by naturalization ate excluded 
the bill proposes to give Asiatic immi­ 
grants the same legal status accorded 
all others. 
The only portion of the 
\arious Chinese exclusion laws not re­ 
pealed is that section of the act of

It Is not ea sy to im a gine liquids as 
having pores, though this seem s to be 
the ca se as shown by certa in fa m ilia r 
experiments. 
When a certa in amount 
of powdered sugar is slowly poured 
,into warm water, the w a ter will dis­ 
solve the suga r and appear to absorb 
It without increasing its volume. 
Siru- 
liarly, when alcohol Is poured into w a ­ 
ter the resulting volume is less than 
the sum of the two volumes 
F o r instance, if fifty parts o f water 
and fifty parts of alcohol be mixed to­ 
gether they will m a ke only ninety-four 
parts. 
Apparently one of the liquids 
has entered Into the "pores” of tin* 
other. 
T his experim ent, as commonly 
performed in laboratories, consists In 
putting measured qua ntities o f the two 
liquids together, but the effect would 
be fa r more striking were it possible 
for students to see one o f the liquids 
a ctua lly "soa k in g " into the other. Thiu 
can be done in tin* following way: 
T a k e two glasses, one tilled to the 
brim wlin wa ter and the other with 
alcohol. 
In order to show the effect 
to better a dva nta ge, color tin* alcohol 
with red ink. 
T he gla sses should imt 
be over full--tha rds, the su rfa ce of tin* 
liquid should not bulge above the rim 
of 
the 
glass. 
When 
everything

ready, place u sheet of paper over tin* 
gla -s full o f alcohol, and with a hand 
on t we paper to keep it down on tin* 
rim of the gla ss Invert the tumbler, 
and the liquid will rem a in In the glass, 
owing to the air pressure on tin* paper 
Now place the inverted tum bler over 
tin* gla ss full o f wa ter and ca refully 
draw out tin* paper. 
This can be done 
without spilling a drop of alcohol, and 
yet as soon a s the paper is removed 
the alcohol 
will com m ence to drop. 
Owing to the fa ct that it is colored it 
is possible to see the alcohol a ctua lly 
"soaking'* into the water, while tiny 
a ir bubbles that were form erly con ta in­ 
ed in the "pores" of the w a ter rise 
slowly to the top of the tumbler. 
This 
will continue for som e little tim e uuti’ 
a considera ble air space form s in tin* 
top o f the tumbler.

An E n tertain ing E xp erim en t W ith A l ­ 
cohol and W a ter. 
It is not easy to im agine liquids as 
having inures, though this seem s to be 
the case as show n by certain fam iliar 
experim ents. 
W hen a certain am ount 
of pow dered sugar is slowly poured 
Into w arm water, the w a ter will dis­ 
solve the sugar and ap p e a r to absorb 
It w ithout increasing its volume. 
Sim­ 
ilarly. w hen alcohol is poured into w a­ 
ter tho resulting volum e is less th an 
tho sum of the tw o volum es 
F o r instance, if fifty p arts of w ater 
and fifty parts of alcohol be m ixed to­ 
gether they will m ak e only ninety-four 
parts. 
A pparently one of th e liquids 
has entered into the "pores” of the 
other. 
This experim ent, as comm only 
perform ed in laboratories, consists in 
p u ttin g m easured qu antities o f tho tw o 
liquids together, but th e effect would 
be far m ore strik in g w ere it possible 
for stu d en ts to see one o f th e liquids 
actually "soaking" into th e other. This 
can be done in tin* following way: 
T ak e tw o glasses, one lilied to the 
brim wit ii w ater and th e oth er w ith 
alcohol. 
In order to show th e effect 
to b e tte r advantage, color the alcohol 
w ith red ink. 
The glasses should not 
be over full 
tim,-vs. th e su rface of the 
liquid should not bulge above tho rim 
of 
th e 
glass. 
W hen 
ev ery th ing 
is 
ready, place a sheet of paper over the 
glass full of alcohol, a nd with a hand 
on t Vc pap er to keep it d ow n on the 
rim of th e glass invert tho tum bler, 
and the liquid will rem ain in the glass. 
ow ing to th e air pressure on the paper 
Now place the inverted tum bler over 
the glass full of w ate r a nd carefully 
d raw out th e paper. 
This can be done 
w ithout spilling a drop of alcohol, and 
yet as soon as the paper is removed 
the alcohol 
will com m ence to drop. 
O wing to the fact th a t it is colored it 
is possible to see th e alcohol actually 
"soaking" into the w ater, while tiny 
air bubbles th at w ere form erly contain 
cd in the "pores" of the w ate r rise 
slowly to the top of the tum bler. 
This 
will continue for som e little tim e u u ti’ 
a considerable air space form s in the 
top of th e tum bler.
